if that had not been to influence a portion of 
the Ontario vote. If the people of Quebec 
have been unreasonable in their demands re. 
garding the life of Riel, who taught them to 
be unreasonable but those who for so many 
years have held power on their sufferance ? 
Having taught the lesson so well they should 
not now grumble at its application. 
MAJor-Gen. STRANGE who commanded the 
Alberta field forces in the campaign of last 
summer writes to La Presse of Montreal that 
the alleged report of the operations of his 
column appearing’in the militia report over 
his signature is not the full report furnished 
by hin,, and that the omissions pervert the 
facts in matters concerning the reputation of 
his men and of himself. Also that the British 
government has docked him half a year's 
pension for the time he was cmployed in ac- 
tive service by the Canadian government. 
What excuse can be given or defence offered 
for such an outrage by the authorities in 
compiling the report, which, as the general 
remarks, ‘‘ must become the basis of history,” 
it would be interesting to know. It could 
not have been lack of space, forin the same 
book which omits all mention of the Loon 
lake fight and garbles the account of that at 
Frenchman’s Butte, full particulars are given 
ofthe organization of a company of home 
guards and the erection of a fort at Yorkton, 
Assa., where the only hostiles seen were two 
old squaws and the only active service con- 
sisted in reading the riot act or something of 
the kind to the said squaws and then pre- 
senting them with a chunk of bacon apiece 
as an inducement to them to disperse. The 
action at Loon lake in which a mixed force 
of police and scouts seventy strong, encum- 
bered with their horses in a wooded country 
80 that they had not more than fifty men in 
the fighting line, surprised and routed Big 
Bear’s force of not less than 200 fighting men, 
who fled leaving their camp and dead in the 
hands of the police and scouts, was surely as 
worthy of mention as the exploits of the 
Yorkton home guards. It is worth while re- 
membering the Indians defeated by Steele’s 
force were the same band that Gen. Middleton 
a few days afterwards, although accompan- 
ied by several hundred mounted men, a can- 
non and a Gatling, refused to follow more 
than a few miles further, thereby abandoning 
& number of prisoners to their fate. That 
the action at Loon lake was one of the most 
brilliant of the campaign must be admitted, 
and there are people who believe that it was 
the only one with a good claim to that title, 
and that the reason of its omission from the 
report was because it was fought under Gene- 
ral Strange instead of under Gen. Middleton.

mitting fear and depriving the people of re- 
presentation on that account, they are build- 
ing an excellent case against themselves for 
next year. At the pregent time there might 
be a ditticulty about Securing representatives 
who would vote with the government once 
when right and twice when wrong, but on the 
other hand there ig little danger of a parti- 
Zan Opponent being elected, and a year’s de- 
lay may notimprove Matters. Froma party 
standpoint, if the Overnment really desire 
to govern the North-West in the interests of 
its people, it would be well to bring on the 
the North-West elections one session before 
the yeneral election #0 that the ex perience of 
the North-West members might be turned to 
account in framing a Solid North-West policy 
for use in the genera} elections. If, however, 
the mind of the ®Overnment is made up not 
to meet the views of the people of the North. 
West it probably is best to stave off repre- 
sentation as long as possible.

THK Montreal Gazette has a correspondent 
doing the Saskatchewan country from Bat- 
tleford westward.

THE minister of interior in an interview 
with a Regina deputation as reported in the 
Leader said that “the government would 
allow three years from this time for the pay- 
ment of pre-emptions, without interest, a 
third to be paid each year. This was final.” 
He also refused to allow volunteer land war- 
rants to be used by purchasers in payment 
for their pre-emptions already taken. 

A CIRCULAR from the territorial board of 
education states that at a meeting of the 
board in Regina on July 20th it was decided 
that no examination of candidates for teach- 
er's Certificates will be held until the second 
Tuesday in January next. The work assigned 
for examination in English literature for a 
first-class certificate is Shakspeare’s Merchant 
of Venice, and for a second-class certificate 
Scott's Lady of the Lake. 

THE report of starvation along the Labra- 
dor coast turns out to have been slightly in- 
accurate, It appears that thereis no block- 
ade of snow or icebergs, there is no scarcity 
of tish, game or provisions, and there are not 
1,500 people along the whole coast to suffer 
from starvation, much less 15,000. If the 
Canadian papers depended more on them- 
selves and less on their neighbors 
for their home news they would not have 
been subjected to this unmerciful hoax.
